well  which  he  had  gotten  from  his  great  uncle  on  vears  of  are

^Established),  where  he  and  his  .  if e  died.  Old  Alexander  was 

a  wheelwright,  and  by  this  trade  in  addition  to  an  inharitanc  , 

probably  secured  Ids  wealth  for  he  was  considered  a  man  of  means. 

Such  is  Lawrence  a,  Bothwell' s  account. 
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Alexander  left  his  native  country  and  moved  to  Ireland,  As 
mentioned  supra  Lawrence  says  they  landed  in  County  Down  whereas 
John  Homer  Bothwell  says  it  was  Londonderry  County  and  perhaps 
correct.  John  Homer  Bothwell' s  data  which  I  was  privileged  to 
see  from  his  safe  in  January,  1943,  at  "Bothwell  Lodge",  Route 
No.  4,  Sedalia,  Missouri,  at  the  kindness  of  his  neice  Lucy  Both¬ 
well,  is  thought  to  be  sounder  than  John  Thompson  Bothwell' s  mem¬ 
ory  at  the  age  of  90  which  was  somewhat  mixed  up.  John  Homer 
Bothwell  had  also,  in  1914,  made  a  trip  to  Scotland.  He  built, 
after  his  wife's  death,  near  Sedalia,  Missouri,  "Stonyridge  Farm" 
as  he  called  it.  It  was  named  "Bothwell  Lodge"  by  his  friends. 

They  migrated  to  Ireland  because  of  political  troubles  and 
later  more  political  trouble  developed  and  the  family  had  to  leave 
suddenly^  They  were  hid  aboard  a  ship  by  the  captain.  ■'Searchers 
failed  to  locate  them  although  they  could  hear  their  footsteps; 
after  they  got  to  sea  things  were  0*K.  John  Homer  bothwell  indi¬ 
cates  the  year  they  fled  from  Ireland  to  America  to  be  in  1792. 

They  were  a  short  time  at  New  Port  News  and  Winchester J  Virginia, 
and  later  Greensburg,  Virginia  (more  probably  Pennsylvania) ,  and 
finally  settled  at  New  Geneva,  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  on 
the  Llonongahela  River, 

Miss  Estelle  Bothwell,  2115  E.  38  Terrace,  Kansas  City  3, 
Missouri,  and  for  many  y^ars  a  resident  at  Breckenridge,  Missouri, 
a  daughter  of  9  George  Benson  Both. .ell  (James  2,  Alexander  Sr  1) 
(born  February  28  or  29,  1824,  died  March  7,  1907),  and  mentioned 
later  on  in  this  paper,  says  that  it  is  her  understanding  that 
Alexander  Bothwell  Senior  married  a  widow  with  children  of  her 
own  after  Catherine  Hagen's  death.  Mrs.  Hattie  bebb  shows  that 
Catherine  Hagen  died  unrch  11,  1806,  and  that  Alexander  Sr.  died 
December  2,  1811, 

At  one  time  2  James  Bothwell,  supra,  was  running  for  some 
office  in  Ohio  and  the  question  of  his  citizenship  came  up,  and 
the  outcome  was  that  since  he  was  the  minor  child  of  one  who  be¬ 
came  a  citizen  he  was  a  citizen  himself.  The  naturalization  de¬ 
cree  of  his  father  Alexander  Bothwell  was  granted  upon  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  court  of  commonpleas  of  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania, 
Uniontown,  County  Seat,  on  September  23,  1802.  It  states  that 
Alexander,  n.tive  of  Ireland,  who  came  to  America  before  January 
29,  1795  (not  giving  the  exact  date  they  did  come),  and  had  been 
in  Pennsylvania  one  year  preceding  the  granting  of  the  application. 
John  Homer  Both. .ell's  data  at  Sedalia.  Missouri,  makes  the  posi¬ 
tive  statement  that  Alexander  Bothwell  was  born  in  Scotland  and 
married  Catherine  Hagen  of  dales,  she  being  of  English  parentage, 
and  that  the  family  fled  to  America  in  the  year  1792.  The  decree 
says  they  came  to  America  before  1795,  which  is  true,  but  as  John 
Homer  Bothwell 's  data  shows  the  exact  year  they  came  was  1792. 

As  to  the  location  of  the  family  in  Pennsylvania  we  have  an 
interesting  letter  wrixtn  by  Mr.  J.  K.  (James  Kimble)  Bothwell, 

Clay  City,  Illinois,  xo  his  brother  George  ±>enson  Bothwell,  Breck- 
enridge,  Caldwell  County,  Missouri,  dated  April  23,  1895  (those 
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brothers  are  sons  of  James  Bothweil,  supra,  who  married  Charlotte 
Potter),  which  reads: 

"As  to  the  questions  you  ask  about  Grand  Father  Potter,  I 
can't  tell  you  anything  more  than  you  know,  mother  used  to  talk 
about  him  when  we  were  children.  My  recollection  is  that  he  belong¬ 
ed  to  a  Company  of  Minuit  Men  in  Elizabeth  New  Jersey  and  a  kind 
of  Honor  Gard  (sic  Guard).  His  brother  Jabez  was  in  the  regular 
army  during  the  war  as  I  recollect.  Che  often  talked  about  Uncle 
Jabez.  He  was  an  old  bachelor  and  made  his  home  with  his  father, 

"Grand  Father  (Potter)  moved  to  Pa  some  time  after  the  war. 

I  don't  know  how  long,  and  settled  on  the  east  side  of  Lora  (sic 
Laurel)  hill  mountain  about  2  miles  west  of  what  is  now  the  town 
of  Smithfield  and  some  IS  miles  east  of  Union  town,  then  called 
Beasontown,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Loral  (sic  Laurel)  hill.  Fort 
Necessity  built  by  ’Washington  at  the  Little  Ll.-adows,  when  fighting 
Indians,  is  about  half  way  between.  The  old  national  road  runs 
close  by  it  on  top  of  Loral  (sic  Laurel)  hill.  I  saw  the  old  im- 
bankment  in  1336,  the  day  Vanburen  was  elected.  The  old  military 
trail  travelled  (?)  by  Braddock  started  from  Alxndra  (sic  Alexand¬ 
ria)  Va  and  passed  over  the  mountains  to  what  is  Pattis  Burgh  (sic 
Pittsburgh )  now . " 

In  a  "Report  of  the  Commission  to  Locate  the  site  of  the 
Frontier  Forts  Pennsylvania"  Vol  101G,  2nd  edition,  edited  by 
Thomas  Lynch  Montgomery,  Litt.  D.,  Harrisburgh,  Pennsylvania,  by 
George  Dallas  Albert,  page  26  ff  on  Fort  Necessity,  quoting  from 
Sparks'  description  at  page  34  states, "site  of  this  fort  is  3  or 
4  hundred  yards  south  of  what  is  called  the  National  road,  4  miles 
from  foot  of  Laurel  Hill,  and  50  miles  from  Cumberland  or  'Jills 
Creek. "

v.  Mary  Bothweil  born  February  10,  1788,  London¬ 
derry  County,  Ireland.  She  married  John  Scott, 
and  were  grandparents  of  Hr.  Scott  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  Ohio  University  at  Athens,  Ohio.  Char¬ 
lotte  Potter  Bothweil  mentions  in  her  account 
that  they  visited  her  at  Marietta,  Ohio,  on 
their  trip  to  Ohio  in  1814.  John  Thompson  Both- 
well's  account  says  she  lived  and  died  at  Mc- 
Connellsville ,  Ohio.

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vi.  William  born  January  15,  1790,  probably  in  Lon¬ 
donderry  County,  Ireland,  before  they  fled  Ire¬ 
land.  Me  was  very  secluded  and  very  little 
was  known  of  his  whereabouts.  He  probably 
settled  somewhere  on  the  Ohio  River.  The 
Pennsylvania  Archives,  Third  Series,  Volume 
XXIV,  pages  G46  and  647,  under  title,  "War¬ 
rantees  of  Land"  show  a  Wm.  Bothwell,  300 
acr2S  April  5,  1811,  Cumberland  County,  which 
is  not  far  east  of  Fayette  County.  This  Wil¬ 
liam  and  John  infra  are  thought  to  have  engaged 
in  boating  on  the  Ohio  River  for  a  while. 

vii.  John  Bothwell  born  December  LI,  1792.  May  have 
been  born  on  the  ocean.  The  family  fled  from 
Ireland  to  America  in  that  year.  He  settled 

at  Wheeling,  West  Virginia.  Afterwards  he  went 
down  the  Ohio  River  and  was  never  heard  of 
again.  However  when  Uncle  Thompson  went  east 
to  visit  relatives  a  boatman  on  the  Ohio  River 
described  a  man  he  had  seen  sometime  before 
and  from  this  description  Uncle  Thompson  knew 
it  was  his  uncle  John  (Lawrence  A.  Bcthwell's 
account),  John  Homer  Bothwell  indicates  that 
this  John  Bothwell  was  in  the  U.S.  Army  during 
the  war  of  1812.  This  is  also  confirmed  by 
the  Pay  Roll  of  Captain  John  Philips  Co  of  U.- 
S.  Volunteers  lately  under  command  of  Major 
John  Herkirmer  in  the  service  of  U.S.  dis¬ 
charged  at  Oswego  26  Augt.  1813,  John  Bothwell, 
Private,  Pd  $20.00  (See  pages  93,  95,  and  also 
page  237  of  Pennsylvania  Archives  Sixth  Series, 
Volume  IX). 

3  viii.  Alexander  Bothwell  Jr.  born  April  12,  1794, 
probably  at  v/inchester,  Virginia. 

ix,  Arthur,  born  January  28,  1800,  probably  at 
V/inchester  or  Greensburg  (Penn).  Arthur 
seems  to  have  disappeared  and  no  information 
could  be  given  as  to  him. 

The  family  reached  New  Geneva,  Fayette  County, 
Pennsylvania,  by  1801. 

CHAPTSR  2.  SECOND  GENERATION. 

2.  James  Bothwell  (Alexander  Sr  l)(born  Londonderry  County, 
Ireland,  August  20,  1785,  died  He Arthur,  Ohio,  December  4,  1863) 
married  in  1810  at  New  Geneva,  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania, 
Charlotte  Potter  (b.  January  22,  1783,  at  New  Geneva,  Pennsylvania, 
and  died  in  He Arthur,  Ohio,  November  8,  1875).  The  Potter  and 
Bothwell  families  were  neighbors  near  Ohiopyle  near  New  Geneva, 
Pennsylvania .  She  was  the  sixth  daughter  of  Captain  John  Potter 
who  was  one  of  General  Washington’s  Staff  Officers  and  went  across 
the  Delaware  with  him  Christmas  Eve  1776.  Captain  John  Potter  was 
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born  November  28,  1743,  in  Essex  County,  northern  New  Jersey,  and 
later  moved  to  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1787,  and  died 
there  November  3,  1826.  See  APPENDIX  I  for  more  data  on  his  four 
marriages  and  nineteen  children. 

Charlotte  Potter  Bothwell' s  mother  was  Rachel  Thompson  who 
was  raised  in  Elizabethtown,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Rachel 
Thompson.  Rachel  Thompson  Potter  had  four  children  by  John  Potter: 
her  first  daughter  and  John  Potter's  ninth  child  must  have  died 
in  infancy  as  we  have  never  heard  her  mentioned.  Her  second  child 
was  Rachel  mother  of  Sarah  Peirson;  her  third  child  was  Charlotte 
Potter  Lothwell  and  her  fourth  child,  Chloe,  the  mother  of  Russell 
Potter • 

Captain  Potter  moved  with  his  family  to  Fayette  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania  in  1787,  bought  a  farm  on  Braddock's  Road,  20  miles  east 
of  Uniontown,  kept  entertainment  for  travelers,  and  lived  on  the 
farm  until  he  died  November  3,  1826.  He  was  39  years  on  the  same 
farm  and  was  magistrate  for  36  years.  Magistrates  were  appointed 
by  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  then  and  held  office  during  good 
behavior.  He  was  a  surveyor  and  did  what  surveying  was  done  in 
that  vicinity.  The  national  turnpike  which  crossed  the  Alleghany 
mountains  passed  through  his  farm  by  his  house. 

Charlotte  Potter  Bothwell  has  two  volumes  in  the  library  of 
Congress,  one  'is  her  Reminiscences  which  has  some  family  data  but 
was  meant  mainly  a  book  of  poems  for  her  children,  and  the  second 
one  is  "The  Woman's  Confidential  Friend",  Call  Number  R.G.  121, 

B  74,  which  is  onmidwif ery •  She  attendee  over  2200  births,  with¬ 
out  one  accident,  losing  one  woman  only  through  her  own  indis¬ 
creet  behavior  before  the  child  was  born. 

She  relates  in  the  volume  entitled,  "Personal  Reminiscences" 
•(1374),  printed  by  F.  Egry,  Printer,  Copyrighted  at  Washington, 

D.C.,  on  26th  of  October,  1874,  A.R.  Spofford,  Librarian  of  Con¬ 
gress,  that  after  her  marriage  to  James  Both  ell  in  1810  they 
lived  in  the  State  of  Maryland  at  Sliveysport,  Alleghany  county, 
until  1814,  when  they  moved  by  coming  down  the  Ohio  River  to  the 
state  of  Ohio,  unto  what  was  then  Athens,  but  now  Vinton  County, 
where  she  liv  d  until  June,  1874,  when  she  went  to  Illinois.  Her 
gra  nd-daughter  Estelle  Bothwell,  -ho  lived  for  many  years  at  Breck- 
enridge,  Missouri,  thinks  that  Charlotte  Potter  Both. .ell  went  to 
her  son  Ezra  in  He Arthur,  Ohio,  and  died  there, 

James  Bothwell  had  been  there  the  spring  previous  and  started 
a  cabin  on  160  acres,  having  entered  on  government  land  which  could 
be  done  at  ^2.00  an  acre,  in  four  annual  payments  of  ^80.00  on 
quarter  sections  (160  acres).  Ha  pas  a  cabinet  maker  and  painter 
but  bed-steads,  chair o ,  and  painting  were  not  in  use  there  in 
those  days  and  his  business  was  confined  to  making  spinning  wheels 
and  reels.  Most  people  were  quarrying  and  making  millstones  near 
McArthur  at  that  time.  No  one  made  a  business  of  farming  and  they 
had  their  patches  of  garden. 
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In  1807  Charlotte  Potter  went  to  New  Geneva  and  learned  the 
tailor's  Lrade  with  Thomas  'williams  Esquire.  Came  to  Ohio  in 
1814,  then  had  two  children,  and  had  nine  born  in  Ohio  (3  daughters 


and  8  sons).

Lawrence  A.  Bothwell  says  that  his  great  uncle  John  Thompson 
Bothwell  said  that  his  father  and  grandfather  .;ere  wheel. /rights 
and  painters*  The  Both.. ell  ..'heel  outsold  any  ./heel  he  knew  of. 
They  were  as  fashionable  then  as  sun  bonnets  are  now.  Brother 
Kim  was  a  ‘wheel  maker  at  one  time,  but  he  married  and  went  into 
the  goods  business.  Captain  Potter  was  'Squire*  for  years.  Some 
called  him  ’Squire1,  other,  ’Captain'.  He  said  tht  his  grand¬ 
father  was  a  stout,  determined  bull  dog, --hung  on.  Probably  got 
some  of  his  money  from  his  parents,  but  what  he  made  he  made  hon¬ 
estly.  He  was  too  true  a  man  to  lie  or  steal. 

The  following  is  a  poem  his  wide  recited  for  him: 

"This  world  is  all  a  bag  of  nails 
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And  some  are  very  queer  ones, 

Some  are  flats  and  some  are  sharps, 

And  some  are  very  dear  ones, 

Some  sprigs,  some  spikes,  some  sparrow  bills. 
Some  little,  great  and  small,  sir, 

Some  have  heads  of  monstrous  siae, 

Anu  some  have  none  at  all,  sir." 


Lawrence  said  that  his  great  uncle  John  Thompson  referred  to 
Cromwell  considerably  but  just  what  connection  he  did  not  under¬ 
stand.  While  Cromwell  lived  between  1599  and  1658,  yet  he  put 
down  a  rebellion  that  took  place  during  the  civil  war  in  England ,  . 
drove  the  Irish  into  that  part  of  Ireland  known  as  "Connaught",  J 
and  gave  to  English  and  Scotch  settlers  the  rest  of  Ireland.  Aftet 
the  American  Revolution,  and  while  England  was  embarrassed  thereby',1  i; 
the  Irish  again  rose  in  rebellion,  which  may  account  for  the  hasty 
emigration  of  these  settlers  and  their  descendants.

James  and  a  brother  (not  mentioned  by  name  but  thought  to  be 
Alexander  Bothwell  Jr)  went  on  the  trip,  that  is  down  the  Ohio 
River  in  1814  to  McArthur,  Ohio.  She  gives  quite  a  detailed 
account  of  this  trip  via  New  Geneva,  Brownsville,  Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Marietta,  Gallipolis,  Jackson,  and  near  Chilli- 
cothe  and  Athens,  Ohio,  takirg  thirty-two  days.  She  gives 
account  of  early  day  history,  names  of  some  early  settlers 
some  idea  of  how  they  lived  at  that  time.

disclosed  that  Alexander  Bothwell  Jr  was  bqrn_-April_jL2,  ..1794, 
He  married  Hannah  Claypool  (Claypoole)  ,^J5T  Greenbrier  County,' 
Virginia  (now  West  Virginia).  Mrs.  Luther  Webb  (nee  Hattie 
Altana  Little)  has  documentary  information  which  gives  the  date 
of  their  marriage  as  of  October  16,  1822,  at  or  near  McArthur, 
Ohio.  Ray  Alonzo  Bothwell 's  biblical  data  that  I  saw  in  1928 
from  which  the  names  and  dates  of  their  children  is  the  basis 
of  this  account  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  first  child 
was  born  August  12,  1822,  before  the  time  of  their  marriage 
shown  by  Mrs.  Webb. 


Mrs.  Webb  also  shows  that  Alexander  Bothwell  ‘Jr  died  Jan¬ 
uary  18,  1864,  but  I  had  it  from  another  source  that  this  death 
occurred  July  18,  1864.  Mrs.  Webb  axso  says  that  Hanner  (sic 
Hannah)  Claypool  Bothwell  died  December  3,  1388.  This  Hannah 
Claypool  (Claypoole)  Bothwell  is  thought  by  Mr.  Arthur  M.  Hurst, 
7658  Sangamon  Street,  Chicago,  Illinois,  a  genealogist  of  the 
Claypool  lineages,  to  be  the  daughter  of  one  George  Claypool 
(born  between  1770  and  1780),  listed  in  the  census  of  1840  as 
being  between  60  and  70  years  of  age,  who  married  at  Jackson

County,  Ohio  (which  at  that  time  indluded  Athens  and  Ross  Counties, 
Ohio),  Miss  ANN  IIIX,  on  December  23,  1802,  and  son  of  John  Clay- 
pool  (b .  1733-d.  1823),  who  lived  in  Hardy  County,  Virginia,  now 
Wa’st  Virginia,  and  married  1st,  Rachel  Scott  (b.  1734-d.  1780)  and 
married,  2nd,  Nancy  someone.  This  George  Claypool  was  the  last 
son  born  from  the  marriage  of  Rachel  Scott. 

This  John  Claypool  (b.  1733  d.  1823),  supra,  was  the  son  of 
James  Claypool  (1701-1789)  of  Brocks  Gap,  Rockingham  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  died  Lost  River,  Hardy  County,  Virginia,  and  married 
Jane  someone  (1701-1788).  James  was  the  next  ancestor  back;  he 
was  born  1677  or  1678,  died  1704,  of  Lewes,  Delaware,  and  married 
Elizabeth  someone.  His  father  was  NORTON  CLAYPOOL,  who  died  in 
1688,  the  son  of  Sir  John  Claypoole  rn.  1622  Marie  Angell,  and 
settled  at  New  Deal,  Delaware,  and  had  a  large  plantation  at  Lewes, 
Delaware.  Member  of  Assembly  at  Philadelphia,  juryman,  and  jus¬ 
tice.  Norton  married  1676/1677  Rachel  someone  who  came  to  Delaware 
three  years  later.  See  Volume  V,  Institute  of  American  Genealogy 
Compendium,  pages  98  and  99,  under  ancestry  of  Elizabeth  Carothers, 
born,  Albany,  Oregon,  Oct  25,  1871,  of  Portland,  Oregon. 

Volume  VII,  Institute  of  American  Genealogy  Compendium,  page 
841  indicates  that  Sir  John  Claypoole  was  the  son  of  Sir  Adam 
Claypoole  and  Dorothy  Wingfield,  and  presumably  through  her  a 
descendant  of  Edward  I.  Sir  Adam's  father  was  a  Jamas  who  married 
Joan  Hansen,  and  his  father  was  John,  of  King'sCliffe  who  mar¬ 
ried  a  daughter  of  Thomas  Metcalf. 

Hannah  Claypool  Bothwell  had  a  sister  Leah  Claypool  who 
married,  May  4,  1819,  Aaron  Lantz,  as  shown  by  marriage  records  of 
Jackson  County,  Ohio.  Vinton  County,  Ohio,  was  cut  off  from 
Jackson  County,  Ohio,  so  early  records  of  Jackson  County  were  really 
in  what  is  now  Vinton  County,  Ohio.  The  Newberry  Library,  Chicago, 
Illinois,  where  I  visited  the  afternoon  of  September  12,  1943, 
when  on  furlough  has  two  volumes  catalogued  J^. 89279. 4  and  .3 
"History  of  Lower  Scioto  Valley  Ohio"  (1884)  which  gives  an  account 
of  Captain  Henry  Lantz,  son  of  Aaron  Lantz,  supra.  There  was  a 
picture  of  Captain  Lantz  therein. 

Hannah  Claypool  Bothwell  also  had  a  sister  Nancy  that  we 
know  of  and  probably  other  brothers  and  sisters. 

Allie  Dunlap  of  McArthur  and  vicinity  is  thought  to  be  a 
great  grand-daughter  of  Mr.  Aaron  Lantz. 

John  Homer  Bothwell,  Sedalia,  Missouri,  in  his  Stonyridge 
farm  safe  data  indicates  he  had  some  information  on  Alexander 
Bothwell  Jr.  to  the  effect  that  he  had  later  removed  to  Illinois 
and  settled  in  the  northern  part  of  Knox  Count./  with  a  large 
family.  Lawrence  A.  Bothwell  had  the  information  that  Alexander 
Bothwell  Jr  and  family  intended  in  1830  to  go  to  Peoria  County, 
Illinois,  but  did  not  reach  this  county,  and  settled  in  Jersey 
County,  Illinois.  However  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  they  left 
the  vicinity  of  McArthur,  Ohio,  about  1835,  and  moved  to  Knox 
County,  Illinois,  at  least  they  settled  there  finally  at  or 
near  Victoria,  Illinois.  Some  descendants  are  in  that  vicinity 
to  this  day . 
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On  the  10th  of  September  1943  on  furlough  trip  I  stopped  at 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  met  Hiss  Helen  A.  V/esp,  graduate  of 
Columbia  University,  Social  Security  worker  and  former  teacher, 
Address:  RFD  #16,  Box  323,  Indianapolis,  44,  Indiana,  She  lives 
at  about  106th  and  College  Streets  in  the  village  of  "Home  Place". 
She  has  considerable  records  on  Claypools  ana  related  lines  hav¬ 
ing  had  a  hobby  of  genealogy  for  about  10  years  previous.  Her 
data  indicates  that  Rachel  Scott  who  married  John  Claypool  (b . 
1733-d. 1823)  was  the  daughter  of  one  ALEXANDER  SCOTT  of  Augusta 
County,  Virginia,  who  died  in  1751c  Rachel  had  a  brother  John 
Scott  who  married  a  Judith  Davis  and  were  the  ancestors  back  on 
Miss  V/esp* s  line. 

It  is  worthy  to  digress  a  minute  some  more  on  general  Clay- 
pool  information.  "The  Boydstun  Family"  by  Gustine  Courson 
Weaver,  1927,  Powell  and  White,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  at  page  112ff. 
has  the  following  interesting  observation: 

"Claypoole  Family  of  illustrious  fane  whose  book  of 
lineage  shows  their  unbroken  descent  from  King  Arthur  and  William 
the  Conqueror.  Also  the  marriage  of  one  of  the  forbears  to 
Elizabeth  the  2nd,  daughter  of  Oliver  Cromwell.  The  original 
immigrant  who  came  to  America  was  a  compatriot  of  William  Penn, 
holding  large  lands  in  Pennsylvania. 


"Recently  a  bronze  tablet  was  Unveiled  in  Philadelphia 
in  memory  of  Lieutenant  David  C.  Claypoole  of  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution,  who  was  one  of  the  two  printers  who  first  printed  The 
Declaration  of  Independence,  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  Washington's  Farewell  Address.  This  immediate  line  settled 
in  Barren  County,  Kentucky ,  at  Claypoole." 

Volume  23  page  330  of  the  DAR  Lineage  books  show  Lieut.  John 
Claypoole  of  Pennsylvania.  Susan  Claypoole  was  a  great-grand¬ 
daughter  of  Jolin  Claypoole  and  Elizabeth  Griscom  (1752-1836 ), his 
wife,  in  1783.  Elizabeth  Griscom  was  "Betsy  Ross"  of  American 
Flag  fame.  John  Claypoole  (1752-18170  served  as  second  lieutenant 
at  Germantown  where  he  was  wounded.  He  sailed  on  the  armed  cruiz- 
er  "Luzerne"  1780;  was  captured  and  confined  in  England  at  the  old 
Mill  Prison  when  news  of  surrender  of  Cornwallis  was  received. 

Henry  Clay  Bothwell  knew  about  the  old  abandoned  farm 
near  McArthur,  Ohio,  where  Alexander  Bothwell  Jr  and  his  family 
lived.  He  went  there  one  time  when  it  was  raining  and  saw  a  tomb 
marker  which  he  thought  to  be  of  a  girl  7  years  of  age.

Ch  rles  Rannells  practised  medicine  in  Jelaski  and  have  both 
long  since  been  deceased.  He  had  two  brothers  Dr.  Vance  Rannells, 
McArthur,  Ohio  and  William  Rannells,  a  lawyer  of  McArthur,  A 
sister  of  his  married  a  Presbyterian  minister  by  the  name  uf 
Taylor.  Another  sister  who  married  a  Mr.  Poston  if  Nelsonville. 
Mr.  Poston's  son  "Mac"  ma  rried  Helena  Rannells  daughter  of 
Dr.  Vance  Rannells  .  They  were  finally  uivorced  and  then  he 
married  Dr.  Charles'  daughter  Cora  and  there  was  another  divorce.

6.  JOHN  THOMPSON  BOTHWELL  (JAMES  2  ALEXANDER  SR  1)  was 
born  in  what  is  now  Vinton  County,  but  then  athens  County,  Ohio, 
on  September  25,  1816,  and  was  the  eldest  son  of  James  and 
Charlotte  (Potter)  Bothwell.  He  remained  at  home  until  he  was 
21  and  then  learned  the  tailors  trade  and  became  a  journeyman 
tailor  going  from  place  to  place.  He  learned  it  from  his  mother 
who  was  a  tailoress.  In  November,  1340,  he  came  to  Clay  County, 
Illinois,  and  settled  in  Maysville.  Here  he  worked  at  his  trade 
and  then  opened  a  general  store.  Later  he  wasa  station  agent 
for  the  stage  line  and  later  on  became  postmaster.  This  was 
the  old  stage  coach  line  between  Vincennes  and  Saint  Louis.  In 
April,  1857,  he  came  to  his  present  'farm  in  Sandford  Township. 

He  first  bought  or  entered  120  acres  which  he  had  increased  to 
1200  acresin  this  and  Wayne  Counties.  For  most  of  this  material 
see  "History  of  Wayne  and  Clay  County  Illinois"  (1884),  page  234* 
He  was  a  Methodist. 

Mr.  John  Thompson  Bothwell  was  married  three  times.  The 
first  time,  March  10,  1840,  to  Miss  Priscilla  Potter  in  Ohio. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  John  Potter's  youngest  so  n  by  his  las.tf 
wife,  Charles  and  Elizabeth  Potter  and  hence  a  cousin  to  him.

Ayraud  left  the  Field  Artillery  Section  and  became  Chief  Cleric  of 
G-5.  He  had  been  in  Philippines  before;  so  had  Moody  our  main  KP 
an  old  regular  army  man. 

We  embarked  from  Holland ia  where  had  been  in  Lake  Sentani  Sector 
near  JOKA  for  somewhere  in  Philippines  on  27  Dec  1944.  I  got  on  board 
with  the  advance  party  and  bec.ama  part  of  a  detail  to  sweep  decks 
twice  a  day.  Not  a  large  chore  for  a  small  boat  as  it  is;  quite 
crowded.  The  ship  was  ANHUI  -  British  officers,  Chinese  crew,  and 
American  Gun  crew.
